Al the thirty-eighth amiuiil se.sMion 
of the New iCnghiiui (.'iiri.stians, hrld 
at i'^rankiin, N.li., .lune 7, resolutions 
favoring constitutional nrobihiiimi 
were passed. 

Tlie Free ( 'luirL-h of Scotland (Jen 
era! Assembly liu.s re.solveil, by .'VJO to 
L'tiO, in favor of allowing congregations 
to use instrumental music in public 
worship. 

A cloistp.i'ed monastery for nuns of 
the Roman Catholic Order of St. Dom- 
inic is being built at Newark, N. V. 
It is the first institution of the Order 
erected in the Uiiitetl iStaies. 

In the New jMiglaiid C'oiifi renre of 
the Methodist Church tiiere is only one 
ininisitor wbo receives as high a salary 
as $2000. Only live receive more 
than .$1,000. 'I'lie average salary is 
about .S-'iOO. 

At a meeting of liie Quakers .'il 
JMiihulel pii ;a it was openly ailuiilti'd 
that the i''iieiids were gradually iliui 
inishing in luimli'Td througliout the 
country, the yoiuig being less 'and loss 
inclined to sulmiit to the drab and 
broad brim. 

St. Harlholoniew s ( Kpiscopal ) 
Church at (Jreen Hill, near Haltiiiiore, 
is ir)0 years oki, and said to be the 
uldest church in the country. Its walls 
of imported l)rick are still strong, but 
roof, doors and windows are giving 
way. 

The Martjuis of Salishurv has con- 
tributed .£1,000 to the fund for the 
restoration of l-'sscndon Parish Church, 
llertforilshire. Ijaron Dinisdal ha.s 
also subscribed .IjOO, and the Piev. V. 
T. Hetting, the rector, i:250. The full 
8nm required for the purpose is £4,- 
000. 

The l.'nited Presbyterian Clilircli of 
Scotland, which has been ri'])orting ,i 
decline in iniii:bers for a number of 
years, will this year be able to report 
a large increase. The net gain is be 
twcen 1,700 and 1,800. This gives 
the denomination the largest inembcr- 
ship it ever iiad. 

The Universalist Church has at the 
present date twenty-tln'ee .State Con 
vention.s, Oiit) parishes, 719 churches, 
30,238 members, Sunday schools, 
and 51,79.'! scholars. There are 780 
church edifices, worth ?6, 443, 000, and 
7I.T ministers. In the colleges and 
s.i iiiinaries are !t9 teachers and 1,026 
Hchclars. The value of theschool prop- 
erty is -Sl'.-'OO.DOO. 

Sardan I ferman Singh, who is heir 
to the princely estates of one of the 
richest provinces in northern India, 
has recently been converted to Christ 
through the labors of the Presbyterian 
inissioners. According to Hindoo cus- 
tom he tlicreby forfeiti; his right of 
possession: Imt he gladly disregards this 
for Christ. lie has married the dauiib- 
ter of the Rev. (Jolak Nath, a native 
Presbyterian niiRsionary. 

The first minister who preached ih(> 
gospel in North .•\merica was Robert 
Hunt, of the (!hureh of iMigiitnil, an 
exemplary man, who came out in the 
same company with Ca])taiii John 
Smith, in 1607.

Whatever commorciul bonanzas time 
may have in store for Victoria, it hiis 
some advantages which are capable (if de- 
vilopmorit by its own citizens, and which 

, are not liable to the Ciiprice of fortune. 
If therefore, wiiilc ko ping an eye for tlie 
possible chances th:U may turn up, they 
would accustom themselves to examining 
those they already [losaess, tlie resnlt 
might prove financially protitable. The 
improvements and [irogrcss nhicli the 
city has made of late years, m apUu uf 
many drawbacks, and tlie present iiopefui 
signs of thoir continuance, have been 

.• again and again referred to; every tliiiiL; 
c&hriot bo expected from one 'generation; 
each succeeding one having its own work 
to do and its own day's march to acooni- 
pli.sh. The subject uf this article may 
therefore bo more within the scope of the 
rising generation than the present one — 
It is Borioualy to consider the advantages 
of Victoria as a summer re.sort, and the 
means which would benecessnry to make 
it attractive as such, dealing witli the mat- 
ter na a commercial .ipecnlation which 
iiiiglit prove a grout aid to the city, should 
'Ttililer fXpi'Ctatioiis fall, as a bird in the 
hand iHoftcn north hvm in the IiuhIi, To 
show how llli.s eali bii .lone Wi- uii;.ilil file 
San Juno, one of the show cities of Cali- 
fornia. It is situated in a fine fruitgrow- 
ing valley, if has a fine climate, and is a 
handsume city with broad streets aiul 
sidewalks, line slreel architecture, a pro- 
fusion of handsome stores and many 
wealthy residents, l>ut from some canst- 
or other its inhabitants are not eiiterpns 
ing, its surrounduig farmers not rieh, and 
tlie most thrifty oliws are the small fruit 
growers. Its wealth lies idle, even the 
banks allow no interest on deiiosits so 
plentiful is money, liul there are few 
inaiuifactiires and littU' for the working 
classes to do, beyond tindiug oinploy nienl 
in the mines in the aurrounding country. 
The city is inoroover within an hour and 
and a-half of San Francisco and has a 
number of smaller tjwns within a short 
distance of it ; and with all these as well 
as with San Francisco it has to comiiete. 
The origin of this city ia instructive; they 
commenced a town on a site four luilo.s 
otr, and were enjoying a boom in land, 
when some speculators came to San Jose 
where real estate was to bo had at moder- 
ate prices and started an opposition town. 
The other town never rallied. A stranger 
might ask him.Helf how does San Jose livi-; 
how is this profusion of handsome r -iail 
stores supported! There aie certainly 
the fruitgrowing and agricultural inter- 
ests, but bad years are very apt to sue 
ceed one anotlier in California; a littlu 
frost at the wrong time, or a drought.and 
the crops arc gone. Hut San .loso is a 
beautiful city which ciaioUns deliulu to 
honor. By daylight the bright sun.shino 
in reflected from long perspectivus of or 
namental buildings in wliile stucco, its 
streets are broad and clean, and its aide- 
walks spacious, and at night beneath the 
electric light towi-r ai tlie intersection of 
ita principal thoroughfares, it reminds 
one of tho.se views of imaginary eilies 
wliich aro only presented to the audience 
ou theatre curtains between the acta. San 
Jose is largely indebted lo the stream of 
travel which it attracts; when the .stran- 
ger arrives in San l<"ianL-iaco and has e.\- 
plored tlie wonders i>/ that remarkable 
city, lie is told "you .iliould go down and 
see San Jose," and he goea. In the vi- 
cinity of the city there are legislative and 
educational eslabli-ihments, free library , 
and various sanitary attractions, such as 
springs, mountain ranges, i:tc. , and these 
things all bring strangers and invalids; 
and as the coast is only liO miles disf.uit, 
it ia easily accessible by rail. In fact San 
Joae, though a stylish city apparently 
without any substantial means of support 
or without ©von the basis of trado and 
manufactures that we have already in 
Victoria, and with competition on all sides 
manages to get along very pleasantly. Now 
the advantages enjoyed by San Jose are 
no greater than those of Victoria, the 
summer climate even is not so gocjd, as it 
ia apt lo be too warm, and everybody who 
can, leaves for the coast. As regards 
Victoria, and indeed the island generally, 
we have a splendid summer climate; evoii 
more agreeable and briiciiig than that of 
San Jose, which only recjuires to be fur- 
ther known to bo appreciated, and as re 
gards marine situation and fine scenery 
there is no locality on the Sound that 
can compote with ua 'I'hose who lind 
sea air loo inucli for them, have only to 
go inland a few miles to escape ils asperi- 
ties and can i)leasantly vary a country 
life by alternating it with a city one, and 
to many u week in the country at once, 
is as much .-w they can put up with. 
There are plenty of line drives round\'ic- 
toria, and as to living, wo are well sup- 
plied willi fresh iisli and game of all 
kinds, while those who wiali to see tlie in- 
terior of the country have only to ste|j 
down to the wharf to lind well appointed 
steamers sailing daily. There is excel- 
lent hunting and fishing not only within 
a few miles of Victoria but all over the 
province, our game [ireservos have hard- 
ly lus yet been encroached upon. Hitlior- 
to the idea of the peojile generally in Ca 
lifornia respecting the Sound country has 
been of the gloomiest description, as of a 
jdaco involved in perpetu.-U mist and rain, 
and for this tln-y are probably iiidi-bted 
10 those who hav(! visited it during the 
winter months. This idea will probably 
not ho dispelled till we have overland 
coniinunioition, which is to be opened, we 
believe, the present year. In fact if ever 
there was a place cut out for a Hummer 
resort, it would aiipear to be Victoria; 
but it will not develo)) itself , visitois will 
have to be invited, and when they come 
they will expect to tiiid agrei^dilc sur- 
roundings. There aro hnndreds of olhor 
placoa without half the attractions of Ibis 
city, that manage to live comfoitably , 
simply as sumnu'r resorts, and their .-ul 
vertisements plastiir evury railway .sl;i- 
tion. In this article the idea has merely 
bean roughly outlined, but we believe 
there is money in it; people cannot travel 
without they have money to aiieiid, and 
thoy will spend it in the moat attractive 
places and whorover they alight all classes 
of the community are lieneHllod; the 
storekeeper, the hotelkeepcr aii'l ihe 
hackinan, and through all the rest, 
until it ascends again to t he real esltile 
owner and the value of property becomes 
increased. An etuleavor has been made 
to illustrate the subject by a refm-ence to 
another city wliich is largely indebted 
to the travel passing through it. We 
have already somu auminer travel which 
is yearly on the iiicrcuso, but the (juestion 
atill remains, can nothing further bo done 
towards promoting the interests of Vic- 
toria as a summer resort, and securing 
the advantages which w<uild undoubtedly 
result from tmy successful effort in this 
direction.

— Considerable dis- 
satisfaction is said to exist among demo- 
cratic Iree traders at the recent utter- 
ances of the "World" that where there is 
one democrat who is a free trader there 
are hundreds and thousands of democrats 
who aro protectioniata-.

— The ballot 
for t'nited States .senator developeil no 
change. 

Dknvki'., July "i. — The city is terrihly 
excited over the startling news received 
last night that two of the ( 1 rant county 
comuiissuiners had been iliot and killed, 
and the other cominissioiicr and the 
County clerk mortally wounded hy iiia,-k- 
ed men. The trouble that led to the 
shooting was the result of an old feud, 
dating hack to 1870, when the county wa.s 
created by an act of the legiahiture and 
the county seat located at Llot Sulphur 
Springs. .-Vt tin election held in 1880, 
the people by a vole changed the county 
seat to tiriind i^tike. 'i'lie matter was 
taken to the district court and thence lo 
the au[ireme court. Meanwhile tho bit- 
ter hatred existing between tho two fac- 
tions was growing in intensity, culniiuat- 
iiig yeaterdtiy in the bioody work. (Irani 
county had throe commissioners — liarney 
Day, K.O. Mills and K. K Webber, a 
majority of whom, Day and Mills, were 
111 favor of declaring the vote illegal that 
created Crand Lake the county scat and 
removing the records back to the Springs. 
Liist Monday tho commissioners held a 
regular meeting at Grand Lake, .lust 
what was done is not positively known, 
but it is reported that they decided to 
declare tho office of the county treasurer 
vacant, because of hia refustil to file ii 
salishictory bund. During the meeting 
day, Webber and Clerk Dean stojipcd at 
.Mrs. \'oung'a boarding house, a (piarlor 
.if a mile around the end of a small lake, 
the road letiding from iNIrs. Voung's to 
ihc town passing through a thicket of 
biiiall pines. Yesterday morning, just 
befijre 10 o'clock, the two cuminissiouer.s 
and the clerk started from the house to 
go to the placo of meeting and finish up 
tile business before adjourning. When 
about midway through the thicket three 
masked men sprangout of the bushes and 
commenced firing, shouting them all 
iluwn almost instantly. Before tho work 
had been done ono of the cnmmisaionors 
returned the fire, instantly killing one of 
the assiiilanta. Tho other two masked 
men, thinking they had killed all throe of 
the party, disappeared in the bushes. 
NVhcii the startled citizens arrived at the 
place uf combat, a moment Liter, they 
found Day dotid and WeWher and Detiii 
mortally wounded, 'i'liey tore the mask 
from the other man ;ind found he was 
Mills the other county etjmmissiuiior. 
The other two assailants are not known. 
Suspicions, however, rest on two noted 
desperadoes — Bill liedman and Leii Cof- 
tin. W hen the news was brought to Hot 
Springs it produced intense excitement, 
;ind shortly before dark Itisl night a [larty 
of 'JO horaenieii, well armed, left fiif 
( i rand Lake, and a terrible tight is expect- 
cil. Up to this hour (10 o'clock) no late 
news has been received from the scene of 
the tragedy, and as a cnuiier, riding lifty 
miles over tho mountains, is the only 
means of communication, we will prob- 
ably get no further news until morning.
